REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 7-12, and 21-33 are now pending in the application. Claims 14-20 
have been withdrawn. The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and 
withdraw the rejection(s) in view of the remarks contained herein.

As should be clear from a review of the referenced documents, 
both the patent and the present application are commonly assigned to the same party.
